At tbe bottom of all success In In- 


creasing grange membership lies tbe 
work of the deputy. Lecturers and 
newspapers may attract the attention 
and in a way prepare for organization 
of granges, but it is the organizer—i. e., 
the deputy—who must do the actual 
work of organizing. Tbere is a gen- 
eral feeling all over the United States 
that the work of organization should 
be pushed, within just limits, of course, 
until not a single town or neighbor- 
hood outside the cities but shall have 
beard of the grange work and its ad- 
vantage to the farmer. While we have 
In the United States approximately 
800,000 members, there is uo good rea- 
son why that number should not bo In- 
creased to 1,000,000 by the active agen- 
cy of thoroughly interested deputies, 
county and state officials. 


We must not allow the work of ex- 


tension to drift, and we owe It both to 
ourselves and our posterity that the 
effort be made, and the more aggres- 
Blve and progressive It Is tbe nearer 
Tve shall approach the fullest measure 
of duty and opportunity. Ample funds 
should be appropriated from the state 
granges to carry on this work. This 
Is already being done In some of the 
more progressive grange states, but 
there are other states where the work 
Is lagging and where new life should 
be Instilled.

Were the grange less se- 
cret and less conservative It would 
doubtless long since have gone the 
way that other farmers' organizations 
have gone. . They came Into being aft- 
er the grange, proposing to eliminate 
what their promoters called the objec- 
tionable features of the grange—cere- 
mony, secrecy, conservatism and cost. 
They died, but the grange still lives. 


Fourth.—"But tlie grange uses signs." 
Who does not? All use them because 


they are often more expressive and 
Impressive than words, and because 
they can be seen and heard where 
words cannot. When any one calls nt 
a private house he raps on the door 
or rings the bell. No one ever claimed 
that there mis any moral wrong In 
this.

We bad not tbeu 
succeeded Iu throwing off tbe British 
yoke, aud In many respects;tbe outlook 
was still dark aud gloomy. 
A year 


later au army order was issued adding 
gravity to tbe observance by directing 
"tbe firing of thirteen pieces of can- 
non." The following year, 1779, tbe 
Fourth of July took ou a still more im- 
portant phrase, as Washington took 
advantage of it to grant a general par- 
dou to all prisoners in the army under 
sentence of deatb. The last celebra- 
tion of tbe day by the army as such 
took place in 1782, when the whole 
army formed on tbe banks of the Hud 
sou ou each side of tbe river.

Free coal has proven a tremendous 


disappointment, says an exchange, to 
tbe champloni offree raw material. Free 
coal h«,flgured not at all to fixing tbe 
American price for ooal, and although 
the Welsh coal miners last fall offered 
to furnish coal this summer for tbe price 
of American bituminous we observe 
little anxiety on their part to sell ooal 
at American quota lions. When tbe 
strike was on aud coal was buneood, It 
was found almost Impossible to get for- 
eign coal in adequate quantities. 


The net mult of tbe action of free 


ooal, accordingly, bai been tbat tbe 
tax-payers bave lost probably about II, 
000,000 in duty. Tbe taxpayers, how- 
ever, have ascertained a fact which Is 
worth to them at least $1,000,000, tbat 
the American price Is fixed, not by tbe 
^foreigner but by home market, aud tbat 
free raw material, so far at least as coal 
is concerned, has benefited the consum- 
ers of coal iu this country not a dollar, 
but tbat the foreigner has got a million 
extra out of the American business. 


For the fiscal year 1902, on Canadian 


coal alone, duties of 1989,911 were col- 
lected, the duty being 67 cents per ton. 
For tbe previous year duties of $982,195 
were collected. Accordingly, we have 
made a present of 67 cents a ton to the 
Canadian coal miners, aud they so little 
appreciate the fact that they do not 
even stop to thank us aud bave not sug- 
gested reciprocity ou tbe basis of free 
admission of Gauadlan coal, although, 
all the while, the Canadians and the 
Dominion haV» been talking in favor of 
reciprocity.

Japan Would Reject 6+Ter of 


Mediation In Par £ast 


HAS MANY ADVANTAGES 


Best OB Pmrat Laurels 


or Push Forward Without

London, July 1.—The new* from 


Washington that steps were believed 
to nave been taken looking to media- 
tion between Ruula and Japan cre- 
ate* great surprise here. Tbe British 
government not only bas taken no part 
In such measures, but apparently' Is 
Ignorant that they are In progress. 
Official opinion here is tbat the time i» 
not yet ripe for any offer of mediation, 
but to quote a person in Premier Bui- 
four's confidence: 


"Great Britain bai kept tbedooropeu 


for any such contingency. It Is not 
likely tbat this government would be 
acceptable in the role of arbitrator, but 
It would at tbe right time use all 1U 
influence to urge the belligerents to ac- 
cept tbe offer from a suitable mediator. 
There seems to be no reason for think- 
ing that the government would not 
ill tbat role suitably, but Russian 
opinion is always a rather unknown 
factor." 


From tbe highest official sources here 


and from the Japanese legation comes 
the positive ^statement that nothing 
whatever nas resulted from the in- 
terviews between King Edward and 
Xmperor William at Kiel that in any 
•way was connected with the Russo- 
Japanese war. There seems to be no 
doubt that responsible ministers se- 
riously warned King Edward that he 
must not Initiate any step in that 0.1- 
x«ctiou with his imperial nephew. 


The Japanese legation, it appears, 


made discreet inquiries as to whether or 
not this advice was carried out and it 
It stated there that there Is every rea- 
*on to believe the war was not dis- 
cussed at Kiel, except In the most In- 
formal way. 


It IB pointed out also at the Japanese 


legation, which is Ignorant of any news 
concerning a movement towards me- 
diation, that the present moment would 
be the most inopportune, so far aa Jap- 
an li concerned, for any such step. 
Japan, It Is maintained at th« lega- 
tion, mutt first secure some inch 
atrategical point as Liao Yang before 
•be li In a position 'to maintain such 
advantages as she already bas won in 
Manchuria. Without a commanding 
strategics! base,. Japanese offlclili 
feere believe, their forces would be un- 
able either to rest on their present 
laurel* or to push forward. 


Whether this is accomplished by a de- 


cisive battle or by tbe retirement of 
tbe Russians, tbe Japanese here say, 
mediation cannot be dreamed of until 
tbat phase of the struggle Is settled one 
•war or the other. Subsequent to the 
Japanese achieving or falling In this 
objective, it is thought that media- 
tion may possibly be feasible, but 
Baron Bayashl, the Japanese minis- 
ter, reiterates that the terms Japan 
•was willing to accept prior to the 
hostilities cannot possibly be consid- 
«red now.

General Keller has placed 


his forces In positions covering the 
town. If the Japanese In his front com- 
pose Kuroki's main army and If Kuro- 
patkln has the main or a large part of 
the main Russian army south of Liao 
I'ang Hie latter is In imminent peril 
of finding the Japanese astride his line 
•of retreat before he can withdraw to 
the north. It may be true, as suggested 
In a St. Petersburg dispatch, that tlie 
Japanese movement towards

Tang is a diversion, not an attack in 
force.

I common school system "that it shall 


point toward the farm riither than 
from It. There renlly is no innate dif- 
ficulty In making botany and ento- 
mology, agricultural chemistry and ele- 
mentaiy geology parts of the school 
course. Nor Is there any reason what- 
ever why a common school education 
shall not take in the study of birds 
und their value to the fruit grower. 
Geography and mathematics do not 
seem to us any more important studies 
than those we have named; nor are 
they any more adapted to the class of 
pupils found in our common schools. 
Vi'e believe it is true that every child 
Is a born naturalist. lie studies nature 
by instinct. The chief problem Is how 
to provide a class of teachers better 
equipped to Instruct in nature study. 


In Alabama It has been determined 


to have an agricultural school for each 
congressional district 
Several coun- 


ties thus come together to sustain spe- 
cial schools for teaching the science 
and art of agriculture. The Tribune 
Is of the opinion that this comes pretty 
near tbe solution of the problem, and 
it leemi far wiser to create congres- 
sional high schools for the distinct pur- 
pose of agriculture than to add an- 
nexes to a number of small colleges 
that are struggling for an existence. 
The course was to cover three winters 
of six mouths each, leaving the stu- 
dent on the farm during the six crop 
months. It Is said that 82 per cent of 
the pupils remain In agricultural pur- 
suits, while not less than 70 per cent 
go directly back to the home farm- 
go back qualified to be interested In 
farm work and to engage In it with 
success. 
One-third of the course of 


study pertains to those sciences that 
are closely related to agriculture, one- 
third to the art and science of agricul- 
ture itself, and the remaining one-third 
covers the usual high school course.

deslructlveuess to human life, K keeu 
rival of yellow fever in the days before 
the American army doctors iu Cuba 
robbed yellow fever of its power for 
evil. 


Most |>era>us have au impression 


that pneumonia is of common occur- 
rence, but they do uot realize that dur- 
ing the winter aud spriug mouths, 
wheu u is most prevalent, it is iu most 
years tbe cause of uiore deaths than 
any other slugle disease. 
Tills is not 


ouly to us prevalence, but aim to its 
great mortality, lor of all whom the 
disease attacks nearly one-half die. 


This fact speaks ill for the methods 


of treatment employed, aud empha- 
flzes the need of prevention. The fact 
that pneumonia prevails chiefly iu the 
winter aud early spriug has glveu rise 
to the popular belief that it IF caused by 
catching cold, aud this, iu a restricted 
seuse, Is correct. 


Pneumonia is a germ ditease due to 


the poison elaborated by a special 
uiicro-orgaiilsui; but a knowledge of 
tbis fact helps little iu avoiding tbe 
disease little lu avoiding tbe disease, 
for the reason that the germ of tbe dig- 
ase is always present lu tbe body— 
especially in the mouth, throat aud 
uoae. Tbe quesiiou, then, Isoue.uot of 
avoidiug the germ, but of preventing 
its growth. 


Normally tbe tissues do not offer a 


suitable soil for its development, aud it 
ouly wbeu they have beeu changed lu 
some way that rapid growth cau take 
place. Tbis change may be effected lu 
a uumbti of ways—by catching cold, 
by the loss of sleep, bv living aud es- 
pecially sleeping iu badly ventilated 
rooms by the abuse of alcoholic drinks, 
by habitual overeating, by worry, in 
fact, by any of the ageuts, physical or 
menial, wuich depress the vital pow- 
ers. 


The prevention of pneumonia rft«oiv«s 


itself simply iu to the avoidance of all 
those depressing iuflueuceji which reu- 
der tbe system vulnerable to the attack 
of the pneumonia germjiu other words, 
it cousists iu living according to the 
laws of a rational hygiene—pure air 
aud deep breathing, pleuty of water iu- 
terually aud externally; plain food iu 
moderate quantity; abstinence from 
•alcohol; pleuty of sleep, bedroom wiu- 
dowsopeu all uight, aud dually the 
cultivation of a poised aud uuirriable.
